-forty-one of the revised statutes, to recover possession 
of specific real property belonging to the estate repre-
sented by him. 

SECTION 2. The complaint in such action shall set toWlie: ""Phint  
forth the nature and extent of the interest which the 
heirs, devisees or successors in interest of the deceased 
have in the premises claimed, and that the plaintiff, as 
such executor or administrator, is entitled to the pos-
session of such premises, and that the defendant un-
lawfully withholds the possession thereof from him. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
